20:27. ‘ And whoso- 
ever will be chief among you let him be 
your servant.” The kingdom of earthly

He was in no mood to receive office seekers 

such as James and John were, The 
other ten disciples were indignant at the 
ambitious pair, not because they themselves 
were more spiritual, but because their own 
private schemes for advancement had been 
circumvented by James and John. But 
Christ did not despise ambition. Power as 
well as purity is an attribute of the Father. 
The desire to raise ourselves to something 
better than we now are, is praiseworthy. 
We should go forth into life’s pursuits, deter- 
mined to overcome all obstacles and win the 
place we ought to have. Weare all made 
great—great in small things, perhaps—but 
always great. And there was nothing great 
in thought or deed ever happened but has 
been wrought out by thought and the ambi- 
tionofstrongmen. Itwas notCromwell’s am- 
bition but the character of it which gave 
reason to Woolsey’s advice to ‘fling away 
ambition.” ‘Be ambitious spiritually,” 
was Christ’s admonition. He told the dis- 
ciples that he who served the most would 
become the mightiest. The ancient idea 
was that he was the greatest who had the 
most servants. Christ turns that about and 
says that he shall be the greatest who serves 
the most. In these days, the name states- 
man is giving place to politician and _politi- 
cian to demagogue; but a model public of- 
ficer will be not a statesman but a man of 
the state, whose heart and head are given to 
the state. Selfishness is the stone on which 
the socialist is grinding his dagger. ‘The 
socialistic idea that the State is a great 
mother and nurse, who can care for us 
is wrong. The State is protective and not 
benevolent, in its natnre. It is high time 
that the ‘ poor man” is dropped out of pol- 
ities. Honest poverty should indignantly 
cast off the politician who comes seeking 
their votes with the plea, ‘‘ Friend of the 
poor man,” in his mouth. ‘I too am aciti- 
zen of Rome,” isthe best answer to such 


men. Let every man who is well and strong 
take care of himself.

great danger. Mr. Ronco finally succeeded, 
though much impeded by the drifts, in reach- 
ing the house ofa neighbor, Mr. C, C. Royce, 
where the children were properly clothed 
and cared for, Returning to the house, by 
the aid of his neighbors, who rallied to his 
assistance, most of the furniture was re- 
moved in safety. The firemen confined the 
fire to the top of the house after a hard fight. 
Mr. Ronco thinks the fire must have taken 
from one of the kitchen stoves, as fires had 
been left in them preparatory to an early start 
with the week's washing. The house was 
insured for $2,500, which will more than 
cover the loss, and the furniture for $500. 
During the fire, Warner Parker, a member 
of L. W. Perham Hose No. 1, was overcome 
with fatigue and smoke, and fainted at his 
place on the pipe. He was taken into the 
house of S. R. Moreland near by, in an in- 
sensible condition, but recovering conscious- 
ness, he insisted on returning to his duty. 
He subsequently went home, and, although 
much exhausted, experienced no ill effects. 
It was thought by some that a falling piece 
of wood struck him down; but those who 
were on the pipe with him, ascribe the acci- 
dent to faintness. The night was the sever- 
est that our firemen have encountered for 
years, and the fire burned with a persistency 
that was very discouraging. The roof was 
burned off, and the L over thé kitchens 
pretty thoroughly destroyed. It will proba- 
cost $1,500 to put the house in as good con- 
dition as it was before. 

The Insurance Companies have settled 
with Mr. Ronco, and awarded him as fol- 
lows :—On furniture, $450; on house, about 
$1,600, both of which are perfectly satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Ronco, and he will rebuild im- 
mediately.

PEDESTRIANISM.—A second exhibition of 
walking and running took place in Lyceum 
Hall last Saturday evening, under the man- 
agement of C. M. Sargent, of Stoneham.

Mr. Smith also kept 
the score during the remainder of the races, 
assisted by John C. Meehan. The prize was 
a silver watch. For the five-mile go-as-you- 
please match, there were four entries, viz: 
Patrick Finnerty, Patrick Burke, Patrick 
Meehan, and Dennis Sullivan. The men 
started at 9.26, Burke taking the lead, fol- 
lowed by Finnerty, Sullivan and Meehan. 
The latter slipped on the start, and conse 
quently lost ground. Burke kept the lead 
until the commencement of the second mile, 
when Finnerty passed him, but Burke re- 
yained first place before the lap was finished. 
Sullivan left the track on the 48th lap, and 
Finnerty followed on the 63d lap. During 
the third mile Meehan fell again, and also 
did some walking, consequently Burke run 
his score up, being three laps ahead at the 
beginning of the fourth mile. The first 
prize, a silver lever watch, was won by 
Burke, in 37 min. 45 sec., and the second, a 
gold-headed cane, by Meehan, he being 
three laps behind Burke. The judges were 
Peter Branagan, John Leighton, John Con- 
nors, Charles Buckley. C. M. Crowell was 
referee for this and the remainder of the 
races. ‘The two-mile running match for 
boys under 15 years of age, caused consider- 
able sport.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING, 

The annual election of Town Officers has 
passed, and affairs are rapidly settling down 
to their normal condition. The result wasa 
surprise to many, effecting as it did the re- 
tirement of the old Board, and the party 
which it represented, and electing officers 
who represent a different, and as we believe, 
a better idea. The indications were numer- 
ous that a change was desired. A salmon- 
colored poster adorned the bill-boards on 
Saturday, calling the attention of the work- 
ingmen to the compensation of the Select- 
men. A circular with numerous suggestive 
inquiries was freely distributed. Two strong 
factions of the adopted citizens were ear- 
nestly at work to overthrsw the administra- 
tion, and each put tickets in the field. The 
* Citizens ” party apparently cared for none 
of these things and nominated, by a commit- 
tee, a list of officers as if they were sure to 
elect whoever they should name. The ‘ Cit- 
izen’s Union” party proceeded more care- 
fully, recognized all elements, and made a 
strong ticket. The ‘‘ Greenback ” and the 
“Independent Democrat” drew for its 
strength on the voters who generally sup- 
ported the ‘‘ Citizen’s ” ticket, and weakened 
it to that extent. The split tickets were got 
out in favor of two or three Selectmen, but 
generally failed of their purpose. There 
was considerable ‘ bulldozing,” but as a 
general thing the voters were independent, 
and expressed their preferences. ‘The polls 
closed at half past four, but it was after ten 
before the result was announced, which we 
print elsewhere. 

Of the Selectmen elected, all but Con- 
verse, Kinney, and C. A. Jones have served 
on previous Boards. Mr. Converse has been 
in the Legislature, is held in high esteem by 
all who know him, and will prove a valuable 
member. Mr. Kinney is a native of Ireland, 
coming to this country an infant in arms, and 
for 12 years a resident of Woburn, and one 
of her prominent leather manufacturers. 
This is his first official responsipility, but the 
skill and energy which he has shown in his 
business, is a proof that he will make a good 
officer. Mr. Jones is a young man, whose 
business is in a large furniture house in Bos- 
ton. He has alarge circle of friends in Wo- 
burn, and his reputation as a good manager 
of his own affairs, favors the opinion that he 
will be careful of the public matters entrust- 
edto him. Mr. Seeley, for Clerk, Mr. Si- 
monds for Collector, and Mr. Allen for Sex- 
ton, were practically elected without oppo- 
sition. Mr. Gage, as Treasurer, met asa 
competitor, the same gentleman who, thirty 
odd years ago was the candidate in opposi- 
tion, and with a similar result. Rey. Mr. 
Anderson who was elected to the School 
Committee, is pastor of the North Congre- 
gational church. Mr. Converse was several 
years ago on the School Committee, when 
the duties were more onerous; both gentle- 
men will be valuable acquisitions to the 
School Committee. Mr. Bryant, who has 
served a year on the Library Committee is 
returned for five years, and Mr. Hayden, 
who is one of the trustees of the Winn Fund 
is put on for two years, thus wedding the 
Trustees and the Committee in a very proper 
way. Mr. E. W. Hudson, who has served 
so long and well as Water Commissioner, 
easily won his re-election, many regarding 
the nomination of his competitor as a joke. 
Mr. Putnam has made a good record on the 
Cemetery Committee, and is recalled for the 
longterm. We are glad to see Mr. Flint 
back on the Board of Auditors, and Mr. 
Gray, also. Mr. Hevey isanew man, but 
he has good instructors, and will prove him- 
self an efficient assistant. The 
constables is generally the bone of conten- 
tion. Of the five elected, Simonds is a vet- 
eran of too many years’ standing for us to 
remember when he wasn’t constable, and 
Meriam has been night-watchman for the 
past two years. Major Bancroft and Capt. 
Conn have both been Selectmen, and will 


make good officers, and the same can fairly 
be predicted of Mr. Dennis. 

We think the Town is pretty well officered. 
The Selectmen include four Republicans, 
four Democrats and a Butler man. Proba- 
bly the freedom with which liquor has been 
heretofore sold, will be somewhat abridged, 
and the police and other appointments con- 
siderably improved. 

Next Monday evening, every voter who 
can get into Lyceum Hall ought to do so, 
for the adjourned meeting is the most impor- 
tant of the year.

But 
we are compelled to correct some of his 
statements, as no matter how well meant, 
they are liable to mislead the public in some 
very important details. In the first place 
he says the claimants were induced to en- 
list by assurances on the part of one of the 
town’s recruiting commmittee, that the town 
would pay them as much as it paid any 
others, who enlisted to fill that quota. This 
is incorrect in one important particular, viz : 
all of the recruiting committee, consisting 
of four gentlemen, promised this bounty. 
This was proved at a hearing before the 
| legislative committee. 

C.gW. C. also makes the assertion that 
the claims cannot be enforced in law. This 
is erroneous. It has been decided by emi- 
nent authority that the claims can be legally 
| enforced, and not only the original sum 
promised, but also the interest. This has 
| been ascertained by a committee appointed 
by the Town of Wakefield, in the claim of 
Rodney Edmonds. This committee reported 
that the ‘own could not avoid the payment, 
and on Monday, April 7, 1879, the Town 
of Wakefield voted to pay Edmonds the 
amount asked for, with interest from 1863, 

The report has been industriously circu- 
| lated that the Simpson family had received 
since the war, over $3,000 in state and town 
aid. This isa great mistake. The facts 
are that Mrs. Phebe Simpson, the mother of 
| John, has received $8 per month state aid, 
on account of her son George, who enlisted 
lin North Reading and was killed during the 
war. For about 6 years, Mrs. 8. lived in 
New Hampshire and thereby forfeited her 
State aid for the period. The balance of 
the time since the war she lived in North 
| Reading and Wilmington, and what State 
aid she received of these towns was fully 
made up to them by the State, consequently 
the family has been no expense to the Town 
whatever, 

Another son, Charles, enlisted in Wake- 

field, in 1868. He served until the end of 
| the war, was honorably discharged and is 
| now living in Lowell. Charles experienced 
the same difficulty in obtaining his bounty 
of the town of Wakefield, as John has in 
Wilmington, he receiving it after the pas 

sage of a special permissive bill, the money

NEW PUBLICATIONS, 

Harper's Magazine for May.—The May 
number of Harper’s magazine is very richly 
illustrated, containing over one hundred en- 
gravings that may confidently challenge 
comparison. The illustrated subjects offer 
unusual opportunities for picturesque treat- 
ment. At the outset the reader, in ‘' A Pe- 
ninsular Canaan,” is transported to that won- 
derful region known—though it can scarcely 
be said to be known at all—as the ‘' Eastern 
Shore,” on the Chesapeake Bay. Howard 
Pyle, who writes the article, also illustrates 
it with eighteen novel pictures of character 
and scenery. Colonel Waring’s third Tyrol 
paper takes us trom Botzen to Waldbruck, 
and then unveils the wonders of Grodner 


Thal—the most curious and interesting of 


the Tyrolese valleys—where to this day the 
** old Rhw@ti-Roman heathen hold to their old 
Romance language,” and make wooden toys 
for the world, ‘The illustrations of charac- 
ter and of the mountain scenery are superb. 
Not the least interesting feature of the paper 
is Colonel Waring’s account of his visit to 
William Howitt (who has recently died) in 
his summer tent at Dietenheim. A beauti- 
ful portrait of this literary veteran accompa- 
nies the description. The art paper of the 
number is devoted to ‘* The Study of Art in 
Boston,”—an admirable and comprehensive 
treatment of the subject by George P. Lath- 
rop, with twenty-eight fine illustrations. Af- 
ter showing what and by what methods, the 
student in the Boston schools learns of art, 
the remainder of the paper is a description of 
the Boston Art Museum, with its principal 
and subsidiary art schools. Julius Wilcox 
contributes an interesting article, amply il- 
lustrated, on ‘‘ The Piano and its Antece- 
dents.” The principal article in the number, 
as regards titnely interest, is William Win- 
ter’s beautiful paper about Stratford-upon- 
Avon,—now the theatre of a festival com- 
memoration on the occasion of the dedica- 
tion of the Shakspere Memorial building. 
Mr. Winter happily groups the Shaksperian 
associations of Stratford, and the twenty- 
two illustrations of his paper—several of 
which are from Mr. Abbey’s drawings—are 
as remarkable engravings as they are inter- 
esting pictures. One of the illustrations rep- 
resents O’Donovan's recent bust of Shaks- 
pere. The paper isin itself a beautiful 
Shakspere Memorial. Edwin P. Whipple 
contributes a masterly personal sketch of 
Motley, the historian. William Blakie’s pa- 
per on ‘* The Risks of Athletic Work,” is 
timely and important. The illustrated story 
of the number, ‘‘Lord Allen’s Daughter,” 
by Mrs. E. W. Latimer, is full of thrilling 
incident. Alice Perry contributes a lighter 
story, ‘*Miss May,” and Miss Mulock’s 
“Young Mrs. Jardine” is continued, in- 
creasing in interest with every number. Po- 
ems are contributed by R. H. Stoddard, Will 
Wallace Harney, and Fannie R. Robinson. 
The Editor's Easy Chair, besides much that 
is idteresting in the way of social and liter- 
ary gossip, hasa timely discussion of the 
present outlook of the question of interna- 
tional copyright.

TRAVELLING IN JAPAN, 

The following spicy letter containing an 
account of what the writer saw in Japan, is

There is occasionally something very de- 
lightful in being lost—cast adrift somewhere 
away from the certainty of numbered streets 
and stereotyped ideas.

THE BAKER OF THURSO. 


No one who loves nature and loves to 
study the structure and habits of animals 
and plants, can pursue these pleasant studies 
under less favorable or more humble and 
homely surroundings than did Robert Dick, 
‘The Baker of Thurso.” When only thir- 
teen he was apprenticed to a baker. He 
had to begin his daily work at 3 o'clock in the 
morning, and while delivering bread in the 
neighboring villages he acquired a practical 
knowledge of botany. At the age of 20 
he commenced the bakery business on his 
own account in the little village of Thursv. 
This was the most northern town in Great 
Britian, on an inlet opposite the Orkney 
Islands, and ina most bleak and desolate 
region. It his custom to at 3 
o'clock in the morning, bake his batch of 
bread and have it ready for his sister to sell 
by the time probably that ordinary persons 
were getting up.

Then he would go off on 


botanical excursions, over desolate moors 
or along the sea-shore. He an old- 
fashioned swallow-tail blue coat and jean 
trousers, a hat which was only fit to be 
thrown away, and hob-nailed shoes. His 


ignorant neighbors would see him in his 


wore 


queer dress wading through water and mud 
after plants and bugs; they would hear him 
singing and reciting Burn’s poetry, he was 
so happy when off on these excursions,— 
and they naturally thought the baker crazy. 
But he cared nothing for that. He became 
familiar with all the plants from one end of 
Caithness county to other, and got 
together a great herbarium, besides making 
He then took 
up geology, which he studied in the same 
thorough and original manner. So original 
and earnest a scientist could not remain en- 
tirely unknown, whatever his modesty or 
humble surroundings. Sir Roderick Mur- 
chison, then at the head of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, called at Thurso one day. 
He was expressing regret that there was no 
good map of Caithness county, when Dick 
offered to make him a relief map, on the 
spot. So the baker took a few handfuls of 
flour from a barrel and shaped it with his 
hands, on his baking board, so as to represent 
all the prominent geological features of the 
county—the hills, valleys, rocks, water- 
sheds, &c. The Director-General was aston- 
ished and delighted. At a meeting of the 
British Association, held at Leeds, in 1858, 
he told the story of the impromptu map, 
made in flour, and said that he was proud to 
sall Mr. Dick his distinguished friend. He 
added that this baker knew ten times more 
about plants than he himself. Hugh Miller 
made corrections in his works on geology 
from information furnished by Dick. Thomas 
Carlyle, Miller and other distinguished per- 
sons called on the baker at Thurso. Yet, 
with all his great learning, such was his 
poverty that the loss of 23 bags of flour, 
which went down in a wrecked steamer, 
obliged him to sell his magnificent collection 
of fossils which he had been thirty years in 
gathering together. Some one in 
bought the for £46. The people 
of ‘Thurso did not wake up to an apprecia- 
tion of the greatness of the man, until after 
his death, in 1866, when they gave him the 
sorry requital of a beautiful monument.

to the worshipers according to their dignity 
and importance in the parish, the only ex- 
ception being that persons 55 years of age 
and upwards, whether rich or poor occu- 
pied the front seats. 

In 1735, the floor was divided into twenty- 
one pew lots, and granted to the heaviest 
tax payers provided they would within six 
months, erect suitable pews. These pews 
were erected, and were the only pews in the 
house for forty years. In 1793 the house 
was painted for the first time, and the next 
year four new windows were added. In 
1814 the only remaining seats were changed 
for pews, and so passed away the last vestige 
of the original form. ‘ 

August 15, 1777, a thunder storm accom- 
panied by a very high wind, blew off the 
west end of the roof of the meeting-house. 
Again in 1824 it suffered from the ele- 
ments. In 1846 ten feet were added to its 
length, and the porch and steeple erected, 
and a bell procured. After those alterations 
it was publicly dedicated, and so firmly was 
it built, and so well has it been cared for that 
it is likely to last for many generations. 


The first minister was Mr. Supply Clapp, 
a lineal descendant of the settlers of Dor- 
chester. He was ordained Noy. 8, 1735, and 
preached here until his death, which oc- 
curred Jan. 8, 1748. ‘The second pastor was 
Mr. Thomas Jones, a native of Dorchester, 
who was ordained Jan, 2, 1751, and preached 
twenty-three years, dying March 13, 1774, 
having been seized with apoplexy in the pul- 
pit. Mr. John Marrett was ordained Dec. 
21,1774. He was a native of Cambridge, 
and died in 1813. His daughter Martha mar- 
ried Samuel Sewell who was ordained April 
18, 1814, and after a pastorate of 28 years 
withdrew from the ministry, but continued 
to have a fatherly interest in the affairs of 
the people until the day of his death which 
occurred Feb. 18, 1868.

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Wittiam Lioyp Garrison.—The death 
of this distinguished champion of the Anti- 
Slavery cause which occurred at New York 
last Saturday, closes the career of one of 
the most remarkable men known to the pres- 
ent century. The life of Mr. Garrison shows 
what even one man may accomplish when 
with an unbending will he devotes his whole 
energies to the accomplishment of one par- 
ticular object to which his whole soul is 
strongly attached.

A beautiful day is accorded for the cele- 
bration of the beautiful services of Decora- 
tion Day. In accordance with the suggestion 
of Department Commander Adams, the flag 
on the Common is at half mast. 

At half past eight, Burbank Post 33, A. L. 
Richardson, Commander, with the National 
Band, 20 pieces, turned out to go to Calvary 
Cemetery, East Woburn. At the corner of 
Montvale Avenue, they received the barge 
‘* Commonwealth,” with ladies representing 
the comrades buried in Montvale, Arriving 
at the Cemetery, a square was formed, and 
Past Commander Hill read a poem entitled 
«Decoration Day,” the first verse of which

** They shall no more have the sun for their 
light by day, neither shall the brightness of 
the moon enlighten them—but the Lord 
shall be unto them an everlasting light, and 
their God their glory.” I confess, my 
friends, that I am unequal to the sacredness 
of the trust reposed in me on this occasion. 
We are assembled here to-day to praise men 
of renown, to perpetuate the hallowed mem- 
ory of our fallen heroes. Could I but give 
utterance to the feelings of your hearts at 
this sacred moment; could I but draw forth 
the hidden fire which fond memory’s flame 
has enkindled within your throbbing breasts 
as they beat in unison with the inspirations 
of heaven, then, and only then, I feel 
that I could pay a glowing tribute to 
the cause that is dear to each and every one 
ofus. And althouglrI feel my inability to 
do justice to the occasion, nevertheless I 
feel also that it is my duty to speak of the 
warmth of Catholic hearts, of the depth of 
Catholic feelings, of the patriotism and self 
sacrificing devotion to the cause of liberty 
and freedom. All honor, then, to our fallen 
braves; all honor to those who died that 
their country might live, that the cherished 
idol of their hearts might remain forever 
one and inseparable, All honor to those 
living heroes who stood shoulder to shoulder 
with them in the great struggle for national 
existence. Honor forever to that heroic 
band who at their country’s call in her hour 
of need, in the day of her trial and the 
morning of her affliction left their people 
and their father’s house and went into a 
distant land and there resolved to do and 
die to defend the great legacy, the rich 
heritage, the priceless boon of liberty, which 
the immortal Washington bequeathed to a 
generous and patriotic people. 

Here beneath the vast dome, beneath the 
azure canopy of heaven, whose winds will 
sing forever the mournful requiem of ever- 
lasting, here we strew these floral offer- 
ings, these tributes of our heart’s affection, 
these garlands of flowers which the dews of 
heaven have caused to spring up and adorn 
the footstool of her sovereign, and as 
through earth from heaven they came, so 
now through earth to heaven thrice given. 
Here with hushed voice and silent breath as 
we softly tread o’er the graves where our 
heroes lie buried, we plant once more the 
stars and stripes, that flag which was their 
cloud by day and their pillar of fire by night, 
that flag for which they nobly fought and 
still more nobly died, their nation’s emblem 
and their nation’s pride.

Comrade James Burrows, of Post 11, 


G. A. R., then delivered in an eloquent and 
feeling manner the following appropriate 
address :— 


Ladies and Gentlemen, Comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic:-—Standing her« 
for the purpose of addressing you, occupy- 
ing as I do a platform from which you hay 
80 often listened to the eloquent words of 
others, I feel my inability to do justice to 
this occasion. My only excuse for daring 
to appear at all, must be that I have shared 
perils such as those we meet here to honor 
know so well, such as are common to all 
soldiers engaged in active warfare. I can 
only hope to utter such words as one com- 
rade might be expected to speak to another, 
and although my words may lack cloguence 
and logic, I trust that they may not lack 
sincerity. 

Events follow each other with such 
rapidity that it seems but a little time since 
this custom of honoring the noble dead was 
adopted. Butin the meantime death has 
been busy in our ranks, and is constantly 
adding to the number of soldiers’ graves. 
Living as we do in this decade often 
marked by the recurring Centennial anniver 
saries of our Revolution struggle, it may be 
worth our while to consider the relation we 
bear to that famous epoch, Four years ago 
many of you witnessed the passage of a 
mighty pageant through the streets of Boston, 
in commemoration of the battle which has 
made Bunker Hill famous throughout the 
world, A year later you beheld the sublime 
spectacle of a vast representation of the 
whole nation gathering at Philadelphia to 
renew its faith at the birthplace of American 
freedom. Bennington and Saratoga have 
been fittingly remembered, and no doubt 
some of you will go down to Yorktown 
again in 1881, with the peaceful interest of 
celebrating the last great battle anniversary 
of the Revolutionary period. 

To-day all through this broad land the 
thought must suggest itself that the nen we 
have met here to honor have made all this 
possible; that without their generous efforts 
the names of Concord, Lexington and Bunker 
Hill were at this moment a byword and a 
reproach, not only across the water, but in 
one half of our own fair land. When the 
war cloud burst over us in 1861 it found us 
utterly without precedent; there had been 
nothing like that struggle in the past history 
of the nation, and when the peaceful charac- 
ter of our people is taken into consideration, 
I do not know that we should wonder at the 
sentiments which found expression through 
the flaming press of the South and the ultra 
conyersative journals of the North. Self 
sufficient statesmen in Europe shrugged their 
shoulders, and with mock pitty prophesied a 
speudy dissolution of the Union of States. 
Labored articles appeared in the leading 
periodicals of England, which accepted the 
disunion as an accoinplished fact, and con- 
gratulated the world at lurye that this over- 
proeparnius nation had received a salutary 
Cc * 
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arms because our cavalry were inefficient, 
and we did not pipe-clay our equipments. 
The President and his advisers were filled 
with doubt and fear, failing to measure cor- 
rectly the depth and strength of the loyal 
purpose. Not until the guns of Sumter 
startled the people from their dreams of 
compromise did the chiefs realize the fall 
support they were to receive in all measures 
for the safety of the Union. Then the great 
heart of the nation warmed to its work, and 
the men from the plough, work-shop and 
office sprang into the ranks——-men who think 
and read and work—the great producing 
class in all lands and in this favored country 
our chiefest reliance. They knew the bless- 
ings of free government, and that they stood 
the most fortunate people under the sun. 
This great middle class I dare assert were 
the true saviors of the nation, and so far 
from being led by those in authority, actually 
forced their elected rulers up to their true 
duties. They felt no alarm at the threatened 
overthrow of certain forms of law calculated 


only for times of peace. They saw at once 

* New occasions teach duties! Time makes 
ancient good uncouth; 

They must upward still, and onward, who would keep 
abreast of Truth 

Lo, before us gleam her camp-fires! we ourselves 
must Pilgrims be, 

Launch our Mayflower, and steer boldly through the 
desperate winter sea, 

Nor attempt the Future's portal with the Past’s 
blood-rusted keys.”

There never was an army marshalled in 
which the average of intelligence stood so 
high, and nothing but the purity of its pur- 
pose and a high degree of intelligence could 
have enabled it to stand to its work while 
moulding itself into form during the first 
years of the war. 

The spirit of 1775 was latent in the hearts 
of these heroes in 1861, and from all that 
dwelt in the light of freedom came the re- 
quest to share in the new struggle for national 
existence and human rights. By the bless- 
ing of God, and the exertions of the heroes, 
we stand to-day strong and undivided. Our 
fathers fought for ‘‘a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people.” 
So we stood forth more than willing to peril 
our lives for the perpetuation of those 
glorious principles. I will not dwell upon 
the struggle that followed this great call to 
arms, for its principal features are fanfiliar 
as household words. The soldiers endured 
all the hardships usual in great wars; suf- 
fered defeat on many occasions, and hope 
deferred that maketh the heart sick. The 
war lasted so long that all love for soldiers’ 
life for its mere excitement and glory passed 
away, and nothing but the strict sense of 
duty and a firm faith in the future of this 
country, enabled us to fight nranfully to the 
end and win a victory for humanity. 

Having said little of the great war which 
has made us soldiers and comrades of the G. 
A. R., I shall say still less about the pur- 
poses of our order. You, comrades, know 
full well what has been accomplished by this 
Post since its orgavization. Your citizens 
have also heard its purposes set forth on 
many occasions. With the three words, 
Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, which com- 
prise the principles of our order, we have 
lived through good report and through evil 
report, until this day. ‘That we are fraternal 
is seen whenever we meet at re-union or 
camp-fire. ‘That we are loyal has been 
proved so often on bloody fields, that none 
are like to question the truth of that asser- 
tion. That we are charitable is best shown 
by the fact that we have not accumulated 
funds for our own benefit, but have distrib- 
ted to the needed all we could raise. Now, 
asa crowning act, we seek to establish a 
Home for such of our poor and disabled 
comrades who may he unable to longer sus- 
tain themselyes—a Home in the dear old 
State for which they did battle; a Home 
within the reach of the scenes of our early 
life. Nota grand palace such a France has 
erected for her poor disabled braves, but a 
comfortable abiding place which shall not be 
deemed a poor house, but a refuge provided 
by a grateful people for those who dared all 
that the nation might live. Itis true that 
the General Government has established sey- 
eral so-called Soldiers’ Homes, but there is 
only food and shelter to be obtained. These 
eftablishments are too large, too full of men 
without any common interest except the fact 
that they all fought for the same cause. This 
would do very well for men strong and self- 
reliant, but think of the loneliness of the 
poor sick comrade, made even more intense 
by the large number of men around him 
without interest in him or his. It was once 


my fortune to be left for dead on the field of 


battle; to see my comrades beaten back, and 
to feel that utter loneliness the shipwreacked 
mariner feels when the last few planks be- 
tween him and eternity sink from beneath 
his feet. After many days I was paroled 
and sent within the Union lines. Never shall 
[ forget the beauty and glory of the old flag 
as it met my gaze, nor the kind words of 
sympathising comrades as I was taken from 
point to point on the way to the hospital of 
wy corps. ‘There I had food, clothing, at- 
tendance, but it was not home; at last a fur- 
lough came and I started for dear old Mas- 
sachusetts; each stage of the journey gave 
me new life, and when at last I drank down 
through all my soul the breath of my native 
hills, it seemed to make me well at once. 
There was the wholesome pride of State 
whieh we nourish in the field; it made us 
stand by the colors and bring them home 
every one. ,QOur less fortunate comrades 
still nourish that pride and would like to 
breathe their last breath here in this land 
where they drew their first, and finally feel 
assured thattheir bones might be laid to rest 
beneath the sod over which shey played as 
little children. ‘This may be the last great 
work of the G. A. R. Friends and fellow 
citizens, you will be asked to assist us in do- 
ing this last act of charity for those who have 
done so much for you. when 
this great work shall have heen accomplished 
and successfully accomplished as I believe 
it will be, there will yet remain duties for us 
to perform, 


Conirades, 


It is not sufficient that we have done all 
that was demanded of us—to simply per- 
form one’s duty is admirable, but he is most 


ot 


noble who heaps up the measure good 
works until it overflows. Now that wehave 


the thanks and praise of all good men in this 


time, let us not rest content with that, but 
strive to deserve more and more. We owe 
this to the memory of our fallen comrades, 
that no acts of ours shall dim the lustre of 
their triumph. Inthe brief time yet left 
let our voices and examples be always for 


the right. I think it is apparent to 
one that the words of a true and 
soldier are not without interest to 
this country north or south, 
Strange as it may seem to us comrades 
who have shared common dangers, there 
are individuals whom we meet 
who declare that this Decoration Day, with 
its beautiful memorial service; our soldiers’ 
monuments inscribed with the names of 
true heroes as ever fell in battle, our torn 
and tattered battle-flags, bearing evidence 
of the flerce storms through which we car- 
ried them—that all these things are but me 
mentoes of an unnatural strife, and should 
be abolished or indulged in only on occa- 
sions of mourning. One has eloquently 
said: ** We do mourn over the cruel results 
of the great mistake on the one side of the 
strife, but we exult in the patriotism, valor 
and service on the other side, by which the 
direst results of that great mistake were 
averted, and by just such means as these do 
we seek to perpetuate the reme mbrance of 
the deeds andthe men who gained for the 
whole country the perpetuation of its liberty 
and union.” Although there grief, we 
may, perhaps, glory in the reflection that so 
many were willing, that so many had hero- 
ism to give their lives on both sides, citi- 
zens of @ common country as they were, 
and not soldiers of crowned monarchs or 
despots, going willingly into the war, and 
fighting for what they believed to be truth 
and right, not driven to the field by the 
mandate of Sultan or Czar, Perhaps it

on this Continent. In passing up to reach 


that greater shrine they may chance to see | 


a lesson upon which are inscribed only the 
names of the men who fell in the last great 
struggle which cofirmed the work the fathers 
commenced so long ago. Standing there 
the conviction may be borne in upon them 
that this is the place for their devotions, and 
with bared heads and quivering hearts they 
tay utter devout thanksgiving to God that 
the sacrifices of our comrades were sufficient 
that mistake did not prevail, that the nation 
is free, peaceable, prosperous, and happy 
through the seed of its martyrs. 

And now for those gentle souls whose tears 
and prayers were with us in the fleld—whose 
faith in our cause was made manifest by 
works both during the war and since. 1 


have a little story of personal experience 
which will illustrate the worth of little, 
simple, kindly deeds. I shall ask you to go 
back with me in imagination to the time 
when the great Army of the Potomac was 
emerging from the Battle of the Wilderness. 
After that harvest of death came what has 
been called the Battle of Spottsylvania 
Court House. These battles, which bear a 
single name, were often the work of days, 
extending over a large tract of country and 
consisting of several engagements, but all 
classed under one general head. Having 
met the enemy near the left of their line, 
the 6th Army Corps fought them while the 
remainder of the forces came into position. 
Kach new morning brought with it a new 
movement towards the left, until the extent 
and nature of the enemy’s position was 
clearly seen and understood. The morning 
of the 10th of May, 1864, to my brigade was 
assigned the duty of developing the position 
of the enemy to the left. We made a rapid 
march over an unfrequeited country road, 
and finally came to a farm-house situated on 
a ridge which overlooked a fine sweep of 
meadows, through which flowed a stream 
of water. My regiment was deployed as 
skirmishers and ordered forward. We could 
hardly think of seeing an enemy, the air 
seemed so full of peace and quiet as we 
dashed gaily down the hillside, and strug- 
gled across the meadows. Comrades hastily 
filled their canteens at the brook, and then 
ran forward to join the line. When we 
reached the hard ground on the opposite 
side, a scene of surpassing beauty presented 
itself. We were at the bottom of the field 
which sloped gradually down from a height 
crowned with apple orchards in full bloom. 
You must know that in this portion of Vir- 
ginia the view is often broken by woods, 
and here we had a forest on either side, but 
the field in front spread out fan like as it 
neared the crest of the ridge. On the left 
in front, the white walls of a farm-house 
could be seen rising above the apple trees, 
the smoke lazily ascending from the chim- 
neys, and every aspect was of peace and 
quiet. 

The charm was suddenly broken by little 
puffs of smoke away up in the orchard, and 
then the angry whistle of bullets filling the 
air with deadly music. The soldiers near 
the woods on either side move to the left and 
right, seeking the shelter of the forest; 
those in the centre keep on a few paces and 
finding the storm of bullets a little too 
severe drop down into the grass. The 
captain orders them forward. Men start to 
their feet and move on, untila comrade falls, 
shot through the breast and arm; then they 
stop again, thinking that any further advance 
must partake of the nature of a charge. 
The wounded comrade is taken down into 
the meadow, thought to be dead, and is sent 
to the rear. His knapsack, which has been 
left behind, is then opened and such of his 
simple effects as may be useful are taken by 
those who stood nearest him in line. ‘The 
sergeant who was by his side when he fell 
takes a little needle-case, such as our good 
old grandmothers called a housewife, and 
opening this he finds it filled with thread, 
buttons, pins and needles, and on alittle tag 
of cloth attached to the lining he reads these 
words: ‘* Bunker Hill Ladies’ Soldiers 
Relief Society.” As the sergeant reclines 
there on the grass the story of that old 
battle comes back to him. He remembers 
what he has read about the desperate front 
attack which the British troops made against 
his forefathers on thatfamous June day in 
1775, and he feels that he and his comrades 
are about to be sent up against the enemy in 
much the same manner, and with much the 
same result. He looks along the line and 
can see that the woods on the left extend 
almost up to the ridge. He thinks how easy 
it would be by going up that way to take the 
enemy directly in the flank; in fact, the 
story of that old battle is running through 
his mind and he would so like to profit by 
the lesson it teaches. While the sergeant is 
thinking of these things a certain general is 
sitting uneasily upon his horse away back at 
the farm-house where the regiment started. 
Ile is not thinking of Bunker Hill; perhaps 
he never thinks of it, certainly not on this 
occasion, Ile thinks only that he has sent 
a 1eginent forward to clear the crest of the 
hill in his front and bring back word what 
they see beyond. He sees that his orders 


are not promptly executed and sends an 
officer deen into the meadow where the 
colonc! uv. ‘ie regiment is vainly endeavor- 


ing to get his horse across the brook, with 
orders for the command to go forward. ‘This 
colonel, a brave man, destined to lay down 
his life on that field, only two days later, 
sends his major up to the line with orders to 
move forward. ‘The men in the woods are 


pretty well up toward the ridge and beyond | 


the reach of the major’s voice. The men 
in the centre start to their feet at the word 
of command, throw off knapsacks and 


haversacks, feeling that thisis to be a race 
for life or death. ‘This sergeant says quietly 
to his captain: ‘* Itis a regular Bunker Hill, 
captain; there will not be a man left alive!” 

The captain, a brave, humane man, knows 
that the sergeant has shed his blood on the 
battle-fleld before that day, and that he does 
not speak entirely through personal fear. 
Che major, finding the bullets flying faster 


as the men rise, yields to the sergeant’s sug- | 


vestion that the whole command take to the 
woods, 

Just at this point up comes the colonel. 
Anxious for the good name of his regiment 
and the fame of the Old Bay State, he is 
quite angry that his orders have not been 
promptly obeyed, But now both captain and 
major having caught the sergeant’s Bunker 
Hill fever, they say as much to the colonel, 
who sends the sergeant up into the woods to 
communicate with the captain in charge of 
the left, and request that he rally his men 
and hold them until joined by the rest of thé 
regiment. The sergeant starts on his mis- 
sion, conveys his orders, and in returning 
meets his comrades, falls in his proper place, 
when with a mighty cheer they burst upon 
the flank of the enemy, and the position is 
carried without the loss of a man. 

From prisoners we capture in the house 
we learn that the line has been held by four 
hundred riflemen of Virginia, whom we now 
see streaming away to their fortified position 
in the rear, ‘There we see what the general 
wishes to know. ‘The main line of the ene- 
my, eighteen brass cannon flashing in the 
sun, countless banners waving in the wind, 
and thousands of men standing behind the 
earthworks awaiting an assault. The can- 
non opens upon us and we lose ten men, and 
finding it useless to hold the place with

Tue New Bator Law.—The Wakefield 
Citizen thinks that the ballot 
passed by the Legislature of this year, sim- 
plifies matters a good deal, both for the poli- 
ticians who get up the tickets, and the printer 
who has to prepare them for the ballot-box. 
The politician will not have to rack his brains 
to find new designs for the head or back of 
the ticket, nor the printer to puzzle himself 
about the size, quality or color of the paper 
to be used for it, neither about the different 
kinds of type it shall be printed in, for the 
law provides for all these things. It says :— 


‘All ballots used at any election [of 
national, state, district, county, city or town 
officers] shall be of plain white paper, in 
weight equal to that of ordinary printing 
paper, without any impression, device or 
mark whatsoever to distinguish one ballot 
from another in appearance, except the 
names of the several candidates, and of their 
residences, words designating the several 
offices to be filled, and words at the head of 
the ballot, all of which shall be written or 
printed with black ink; and in case the 
names of candidates are printed upon any 
ballot, the same shall be in letters of uni- 
form size. Each ballot having the names of 
more than three candidates thereon, shall be 
four and ahalf inches in width, or within 
one-fourth of an inch of such width, and 
twelve inches in length, or within a half of 
an inch of such length. And it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to print for distribu- 
tion at the polls, or distribute to any voter, 
or cast any ballot, printed or written, con- 
trary to the provisions of this act: provided, 
that nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prohibit the erasure, correction, 
or insertion of any name, by pencil mark or 
otherwise, upon the face of the printed 
ballot, or authorize the rejection of any 
ballot, after it has been received into the 
ballot-box, for any want of conformity with 
the requirements of this act.”

We have great cause as a Sabbath School, 
to recognize the goodness of God and to 
render thanksgiving and praise to Him, for 
the many mercies he has bestowed upon us 
during the year which brings us to this the 
Sixty-first anniversary; for His blessing 
which has so signally crowned the faithful 
efforts of Pastor and teachers; and for His 
spirit which has sealed the truth which has 
been studied, upon the hearts of the large 
number who have given evidence of a new 
life. The school work the past year has 
been very pleasant, and we trust profitable 
to all connected with the school. ‘The total 
membership of the school at the present 
time is 705. There are registered in the 
main school, 5 officers, 42 teachers and 348 
scholars. In the infant or lower department 
of the school 4 officers, 17 teachers and 188 
scholars; and in the Bible class, 1 officer, 
1 teacher, and 150 members. Seven full 
classes have graduated from the lower de- 
partment the past year, into the main school, 
and their places have been filled, and more 
than filled by new scholars, showing the 
membership of that department to be 23 
more than one year ago, ‘The total gain in 
membership in all departments since one 
year ago is 198, about one hundred of whom 
have become connected with the Bible class 
within the year. The largest attendance at 


any one session during the year was 530, on 


May 11th. ‘The smallest attendance 205, 
August 25th, 1878. The average for the 


year has been 855, Ninety-one members of 
the school have united with the church on 
profession of faith, since our last anniver- 
sary, and three, Dea. John P. Kimball and 
his wife, and Mrs. March, wife of our 
Pastor, have been called from the scenes of 
earth to their rest above. The loss from 
our number of these dear friends, has de- 
prived the school of earnest and devoted 


laborers. Dea. Kimball, who for many 
years had been a faithful officer and teacher, 
together with his wife, were very constant 


in their attendance and greatly devoted to 
the interests of the Sunday School. Mrs. 
March, although not a constant attendant of 
the school on account of poor health, was 
nevertheless very much interested in the 
welfare of the scholars, especially the 
younger portion of them, and was constantly 
planning ways and means for their happiness 
and prosperity. ‘The library connected with 
the School contains 1,078 volumes, 800 in 
the main school and 278 in the lower depart- 
ment, The average number of books given 
out each week is 192. There are also 190 
Sunday School papers and periodicals taken 
by the scholars. The Treasurer's report, as 
given by the Superintendent at the anniver- 
sary one year ago, showed a balance on 
hand, April 1, 1878, of $51.82. ‘The class 
collections in the school for the year ending 
April 1, 1879, amounts to $534.14, received 
from other sources $50.05. ‘Total receipts 
$584.19 added to the amount on hand April 
1, 1878, make: 36.01. The expenditures 
during the year have been $565 leaving 
a balance in the treasury April Ist, 1879, 
$70,64. $3876 of the amount paid out has 
been appropriated to different missionary 
societies, including $50 paid to the American 
Sunday School Union, Thus we have given 
a brief review of the work of our School 
for the year past, and as we enter upon the 
duties of another year, I trust the good work 
will go on with renewed confidence in God, 
ever having in mind the injunction ** Be not 
weary in well doing, forin due season we 
shall reap if we faint not,”

be equally priceless to every human 
creature, and having devided that every man 
is entitled to what is granted him by God, 
he boldly proclaimed slavery a crime and 
the law which sanctioned it ‘‘a covenant 
with death and an agreement with hell.” He 
believed with Isaac Barrow that ‘a straight 
line is the shortest in morals as well as in 
geometry,” and therefore demanded, regard- 
less of consequences, ‘‘ immediate uncondi- 
tional emancipation” for every slave in Amer- 
ica. He stood almost alone; victory if it 
was to ever come must have seemed as dis- 
tant to him as “the ever-receding land of 
Ausonia” to Aeneas, 

There is something sublime in the specta- 
cle of this man, just upon the threshold of 
life, putting everything else aside for the ab- 
solute right, espousing the cause of an op- 
pressed and down-trodden race, and placing 
himself, as it were, withthem. Expediency 
had no place in his caleulations. Self-in- 
terest he counted as nought. Most reform- 
ers have had something of their own at stake 


| 
in the contest, and the thought of it has sus- 


tained and strengthened them. Henry VIII 
threw off the papal yoke that he might grat- 
ify his passions unrestrained; Washington 
drew his sword for a country whose fate was 
his own. Garrison had no motive but pity, 
and no ambition but for justice. It was r 
served for him to stand forth as the champi- 
on of an alien race, and for the American 
people to win one of the purest and grand- 
est victories the world has ever known. 
Garrison did not place himself at the head 
of a movement already powerful; he created 
the movement. His was the work of pre- 
paration—the greater work. ‘To follow is 
easy; to lead is difficult; what is it then to 
create? ‘* Resolutions begin in the best 
heads and run steadily down to the popu- 
lace,” but the worst heads and the meanest 
minds finally catch the infection, and join in 
the battle. The same rabble which in 1835 
yelled ‘‘Crucify!” in 1861 shouted ‘* Ho- 
sanna!l” ‘* Tempora mutantus et nos muta- 
mur in ilis.” Once slavery was right, now 
itis wrong; once the South ruled, then the 
North; once Garrison was a traitor, now he 
isahero. He himself is not changed; he 
has changed us. Archimedes needed a ful- 
crum to move the world; Garrison created 
a fulcrum. The weapons on which he relied 
were the pen and the press. From the ‘‘ob- 
scure hole,” in Boston, where he was ‘‘ as- 
sisted only by a negro boy,” went forth the 
ideas which were to arouse a nation. When 
we consider the wonderful results of the 
publication of The Liberator, we cannot but 
exclaim with Andrew Marvell: ‘O printing, 
how hast thou disturbed the peace of man- 
kind. ‘That lead when moulded into bullets 
founded into let- 


ters.” 

‘* (est des difficultes que naissent les mir- 
acles.” What Garrison himself declared im- 
possible —the preservation of the Union 
without slavery—has been accomplished. 
It must have been a sublime moment for him 
when, standing within the battered walls of 
Fort Sumter, he saw the flag of the Union, 
** not a stripe erased nor polluted, not a sin- 
gle star obscured,” raised once more on high 
with the stain of slavery forever gone. It 
ig not granted to every hero to see his work 
done, and a life’s devotion crowned with vic- 
tory. Cato died in vain, Galileo and Sav- 
onarola died in agony, and Kossuth in exile. 
Garrison has had the exquisite pleasure of 
seeing the great work of freedom accom- 
plished. 

His victory offers hope to all reformers. 
In the revolutions of ages, nations rise and 
fall; empires begin in poverty and virtue, 
march on to luxury and vice, and fall before 
new peoples with new blood aud new ambi- 
tion, but the world moves on. We can 
therefore repeat with confideuce the words 
of a gallant champion of the anti-slavery 
cause, who still lives,—Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son,—‘'The largest thought and widest love 
are born to victory and must prevail.”
